The officials of the New York and 


Cleveland Gas Coal Company claim 
they are working 200 men. 


Payday passed off quietly, although 


the strikers and deputies expected 
trouble. Striking miners are expected 
to reach Irwiu from Turtle Creek some 
time to-day and the operators are 
ready for them.

And 
such a profusion of trees—all varieties 
of cedar, spruce, larcb, hemlock and 
cypress. The mountains to a height of 
2,000 feet are completely covered with 
torests.

Speaking of 


timber naturally leads one to consider 
the game which inhabits these exten- 
sively wooded districts. 
Among the 


wild animals are the deer, elk, moose, 
various species, of bear, the caribou, 
wolf, wolverine, fox, beaver, ermine, 
otter, martin, squirrel and a host of 
othei fur-bearing animals. 
It is in- 


deed a veritable hunters' paradise. 


The Indiaas live entirely upon the 


game they kill and the fish they catch 
and always seem to have a plentiful 
stock of freoh meat on hand. The 
rivers and streams abound ia fish. 
Salmon is so cominon and plentiful 
that tbe Indians will not touch it un- 
less they can get nothing better. Along 
the coast and in the tide-water inlets 
are extensive banks nnd here are found 
enormous schools of cod and herring. 
Indeed they exist in such numbers 
that I have seen tbe Jndiane, on run- 
ning into a school, in fifteen or twenty 
minutes, till a good sized canoe, scoop- 
ing them oat 
with pitch-forks and 


shovels, Of late years extensive can- 
neries havo been erected and the fish- 
ing industiy has been operated on a 
large scale, so much so, that Alaska 
salmon has become a stapla in the 
commercial world. The fish, however, 
that most appeals to the Indian palnto 
is the halibut ap,d really when served 
in proper style there is baldly a fish to 
equal it. It has a meat of a hard, 
white character which when dried and 
cut in strips, m rather jerked, keeps 
excellently for months. It is no un- 
usual sight to see numberless strips of 
this fish hanging from tho ridge poles 
of the Indian 
huts. 
Besides the 


smaller fish there are, of course, the 
different species of whales which fie- 
quent the coast and other Alaskan 
waters. It is no uncommon sight to 
see them sporting and sponting in 
bands of eight or nine I remember 
when we were entering Alaskan waters 
what a commotion was excited by the 
discovery of the first whale. Some one 
shouted, "Look, look, a whale," and the 
whole company flocked to tho steamer's 
side and watched till tbe animal nap 
out of sight, but, by the time WQ had 
peached Onalaeka, so common an oc- 
curence would not even arouse passing 
comment.

Cod" 
of Australia. 
.rneru is a large fish fouij4 te the 


rivers of western Ajustraha,kno,*oi as 
toe "Murray Cod." Thisfish-wHchis 
delicious lor the table—is remarkable, 
for its size, sometimes weighing as 
much as 150 pounds; but the strangest 
thing about it is the feet that it car- 
ries around a photograph inside its 
body. At least the natives say that it . 
is a photograph, -and certainly it looks* 
like one. 
AVhen the Murray codi is cut open a 


bladder is seen, extending along the 
backbone from just behind the gills to 
the fatty part of the -toil. In a 30- 
pound fish the bladder is about 32 
inches long andi an inch or more in 
width. Within this is a film, or thin 
membrane, through which, run* a deli- 
cate tracery composed' of a multitude 
of little red; lines, interlacing like the 
frost work on a window pane in win- 
ter 
This film can be peeled off and 


spread upon a sheet of paper or a piece 
of cloth, to which it readily adheres. 
It then forms a very pretty picture. 
Sometimes it looks like a bit of 
pressed seaweed; sometimesit seems to 
portray a miniature landscape with a 
dark forest, background; but in most 
cases it presents a surprisingly distinct 
outline of a single tree, the Australian 
gum tree, a species of eucalyptus:. 


To explain this singular fact the ab- 


origines have an ingenious theory. 
They say thlat the picture thus im- 
printedi on the membrane represents 
the tree which overshadows the pool 
where the big fish made its haunt—in 
short, that it is a real photograph. 


Fanciful as the notion seems, it gains 


a certain plausibility from the known 
habits of the fish, which is extremely 
.solitary an'd exclusive in its ways. The 
Murray cod really does make its home 
in some forest-shadowed! pool, to which 
it always returns after its excursion.-- 
nbroad for food or exercise, leading a 
curiously hermit-like existence; it will 
allow no other member of its species to 
intrude upon its domain Here the sul- 
len creature spends its? life, year in and 
year out; it never changes its resi- 
dence. Here it grows from insignificant 
minnowhood' until it becomes, a king 
among fishes, as big and heavy as a 
well-developed man, andfor the greater 
part of each day the shadow of. its fa- 
vorite tree falls upon its slimy back. 
It is little wonder, therefore, that the 
untutored'but imaginative savages, puz- 
zled, by the lifelike picture which they 
find in the bladder, conclude that the 
familiar scene has become photo- 
graphed in the creature's very sub- 
stance.—N. Y. Journal.
